Prime Minister Fumio 
Kishida and his Cabinet min- 


isters hastily returned to To- 
kyo from campaign events 
elsewhere after the shooting, 
which he called “dastardly and 
barbaric.” He pledged that the 
election, which chooses mem- 
bers for Japan’s less-powerful 
upper house of parliament, 
would go on as planned.

condemn (the act)? Kishida 
said, struggling to control his 
emotions. He said the govern- 
ment would review the security 
situation, but added that Abe 
had the highest protection. 

Even though he was out of 
office, Abe was still highly 
influential in the governing 
Liberal Democratic Party and 
headed its largest faction, Sei- 
wakai, but his ultra-nationalist 
views made him a divisive fig- 
ure to many. 

Opposition leaders con- 
demned the attack as a chal- 
lenge to Japan’s democracy. 
Kenta Izumi, head of the top 
opposition Constitutional 
Democratic Party of Japan, 
called it “an act of terrorism” 
and said it “tried to quash the 
freedom of speech ... actu- 


ally causing a situation where 
(Abe’s) speech can never be 


‘heard again.” 


In Tokyo, people stopped to 
buy extra editions of newspa- 
pers or watch TV coverage of 
the shooting. Flowers were 
placed at the shooting scene 
in Nara. 

When he resigned as prime 
minister, Abe blamed a recur- 
rence of the ulcerative coli- 
tis he’d had since he was a 
teenager. He said then it was 
difficult to leave many of his 
goals unfinished, especially 
his failure to resolve the issue 
of Japanese abducted years 
ago by North Korea, a territo- 
rial dispute with Russia, and 
a revision of Japan’s war-re- 
nouncing constitution. 

That ultra-nationalism riled 


President Idriss Deby Itno is 
killed while battling rebels in 
the north. Hours earlier he had 
been declared the winner of an 
election that would have given 
him another six years in power. 

E Dec. 19, 2016: Russia's am- 
bassador to Turkey Andrei Kar- 
lov is shot dead by a Turkish po- 
liceman shouting condemnation 
of Russia’s military role in Syria, 
in front of a shocked gathering 
at a photo exhibit.

the Koreas and China, and his 
push to create what he saw as 
amore normal defense posture 
angered many Japanese. Abe 
failed to achieve his cherished 
goal of formally rewriting the 
U.S.-drafted pacifist consti- 
tution because of poor public 
support. 


Loyalists said his legacy was 
astronger U.S.-Japan relation- 
ship that was meant to bolster 
Japan’s defense capability. But 
Abe made enemies by forcing 
his defense goals and other 
contentious issues through 
parliament, despite strong 
public opposition.

Long before Young was elected 
mayor, and before being the founder 
and president of anumber businesses, 
he was a traveling magician perform- 
ing 300-plus shows in a matter of 
three years from 1978 to 1981. 

His love of magic, however, came 
much earlier than that. 

“When I was a kid I was pretty am- 
bitious,” Young said. “One day I was 
eating a bowl of cereal - Trix. On the 
back of the box they offered a free 
magic kit.” 

That was when Young was 8-years- 
old. He soon started studying magic, 
after all, “what else was there to do for 
a kid living in Roswell, New Mexico?”

Young got good enough to begin 
doing magic tricks for small parties 
around age 11. He did that until he was 
16 when he was also performing magic 
tricks in local clubs — even though he 
was underage.
